Five honourary degrees will be conferred by Principal and Vice- 
îcellor F. Cyril James at the Convocation ceremonies Wednesday. 



Chancellor 

Those honoured are Monsignor 
Irenee Lussicr, the Honourable 
Warwick F. Chipman, Arthur J. 
Smith, R.S. Jane, and Andrew 
Thomson. 

Msgr. Irenee Lussier, P.D., 
B.A., L.Th., L.Ph. (Paris) will 
-ereive the LL.D and deliver the 
Convocation Address. Born and 
"/lucatcd in Montreal, Msgr. Lus- 
sier was ordained to the priest- 
hood in 1930. 

In 1953. His Holiness Pius XII 
appointed Mgr. Lussier Domestic 
Prelate, arid in the same year he 
S~-,~, e Rector of the University 
of Montreal. 

The Honourable Warwick 
Chinman, O.C.. D.C.L. will also 
receive the LL.D. He was born in 
Montreal, and received both his 
B.A. and B.C.L. from McGill, the 
latter in 1906. He was created a 
Kinç's Council in 1917, and was a 
Professor of Civil Law at McGill. 
Chemist Capped 
R.S. Jane, President of Shawini- 
<ttn Chemicals Limited, born at 
Cornwall, Enirbnd, was educated 
at Ontario and Vancouver schools. 
He won his B A.Sc. at U.B.C., an 
M.S. at McGill, and the Ph.D. at 
the University of London. 

Andrew Thomson, born in 
Dobbinton, Ontario, graduated 
with first class honours in physics 
at the University of Toronto, whe- 
re he later won his M.A. He was 
a Townsend student in Physics at 
Harvard University, and later 
Carnegie Institute In 



Washington. After important 
scientific work in New Zealand 
and studies in Europe, Mr. Thom- 
son returned to Canada in 1931 
and became Chief of the Research 
Division of the Mctcrological Ser- 
vice of Canada. 

Arthur J.M. Smith, also a na- 
tive of Montreal, took his B.Sc. 
and B.A. at McGill, then proceed- 
ed to the University of Edinburgh 
where he was awarded the Ph.D. 
in 1931. 

Dr. Smith won the Governor- 
General's medal for poetry. He is 
the editor of several anthologies 
of Canadian poetry, the most re- 
cent being "The Blasted Pine".

Down Graduates' Row 

"What's the matter with Old McGill? 
She's all right, oh yes, you bet." For decades 
McGill men have proudly shouted this yell 
and believed strongly in its sentiment. To- 
day, however, the thoughtful are doubtful. 

McGill has acquired a well-merited inter- 
national reputation which has attracted stu- 
dents and professors from all comers of the 
earth. Folk within and without this country 
have long considered McGill the foremost 
Canadian university. Latterly, however, ma- 
ny have had reservations on this score and, 
we feel, justifiably so. There is a pressing 
need for a wholesale reorganization of the 
Royal Institution for the Advancement of 
Learning. Academically its undergraduate 
program, particularly in Ax-ts, needs a com- 
plete rethinking; its graduate school needs 
revitalizing and its staffing problems are 
admittedly serious. 

As far as its physical plant is concerned 
the present building program is obviously 
inadequate and has the mark of piecemeal 
planning with pi'omise of future bottlenecks. 
Financially, informed opinion has been high- 
ly critical of the investment policy of the 
university with its unusually high depen- 
dence on bonds over common stock. It would 
seem that the administration has not merely 
been conservative but over-cautious. 

This brings us to the Board of Governors. 
A major step towards curing the ills of the 
university may well lie in a reorganization 
of its Board. McGill, though admirably cos- 
mopolitan, has been basically Protestant and 
Anglosaxon in character. It has changed con- 
siderably recently however and today 25 per- 
cent of its student body is Jewish. One would 
expect that steps would be taken to ensure 
the support of the Jewish community since 
the benefit to the latter is clear. Yet there 
are no Jews on the Board of Governors even 
though we understand that prominent men 
have shown an interest in serving. We can- 
not believe that there are no men of suffi- 
cient integrity and statwe in the Jewish 
community to be members of the Board, and 
we hope for an early change hei*e. 

Again, there is apparently a pattern of 
choosing Board members from persons nor- 
mally resident in Quebec. A Board consisting 
of members whose economic interests ai*e 
tied to the Province is likely to be diffident 
in matters involving local political consider- 
ations. It has been suggested that a fair pi-o- 
portion of Board members should consist 
of persons whose chief interests are not ne- 
cessarily in Quebec. We agree McGill is cer- 
tainly not provincial. McGill Belongs to Ca- 
nada, indeed to the World. 

Universities today are faced with a great 
challenge. McGill particularly needs a new 
program similar in breadth of character if 
not in size to that of Harvard, Cornell, or 
Toronto. Such programs sparked by men of 
vision and faith can put this university back 
in its rightful place as Canada's leading and 
one of the World's great universities. 

Down Graduates' Row on Wednesday will 
go the thousand fortunate enough to earn a 
McGill degree. It is still a good degree and 
they have every right to be proud of it. They 
are humble and concerned too; humble be- 
fore the fine tradition they are a part of 
and concerned lest those who follow thorn 
pay more and more for less and less. 

The Last Hurrah 

Once again McGill students express their 
disaffection with the education policies of the 
Premier of this Province. This time it cannot 
be foolishly proposed that they seek a holiday 
from lectures or that they are interested in 
provoking a riot. The graduating class has 



nothing to gain by protest; it is unselfishly 
interested in the future of education in the 
Province and has chosen a dignified method 
for expression of its concern. 

The issues are clear; McGill is, wittingly 
or unwittingly, being financially choked by 
the severe dictates of the Provincial Govern- 
ment and unless it can do something soon 
either it will become the highest-priced col- 
lege in the country or it will continue its sad 
downward progression into mediocrity. 
Neither is a desirable result. Each time fees 
are increased an unfortunately large part of 
the youth population is effectively barred 
from attending university. There will come 
a time when the citizens of this Province will 
rebel against their government and demand 
adequate democratic opportunities for educa- 
tion. McGill's fee increase may be the provo- 
cation for a slow but strong campaign of 
criticism of the Premier's severely narrow- 
minded actions. It need not be reiterated here 
that there is presently a deep and important 
public interest in the educational process; if 
this interest will be channelized into con- 
structive social action then good will have 
been derived of the unhealthy fee increase. 
If citizens of this Province realize that the 
vast majority of them are prohibited from 
sending their children to university then per- 
haps they will somehow undertake to in- 
fluence future educational endeavours in 
Quebec. 

So McGill was squeezed, and its Governors 
took action, an admittedly regrettable action 
which may claim the virtue of necessity. 
But fees cannot continue to rise year after 
year, and other solutions must be found. The 
most obvious one is the acceptance of Federal 
grants. While the constitutionality of accep- 
tance of these grants has been challenged by 
reputable lawyers, it remains to be seen if 
their acceptance by a Quebec university will 
be declared unconstitutional by the judiciary. 
The grants should be accepted. McGill should 
Like the lead since it can best afford to in- 
cur the wrath of the Premier. If an institu- 
tion as important and respected as McGill 
defied the Premier there might be felicitous 
repercussions. The Premier has demonstrated 
too much bad judgment and too many bad 
values too many times for his dictums to be 
accepted meekly. McGill must be worthy of 
its history, mission, and potential. This 
means it must not fear authoritarian demo- 
gogues. 

These are troubled times in Quebec edu- 
cational circles. There is a ferment. It can 
be sensed. More and more persons are dis- 
satisfied with the status quo. Only govern- 
ments in these days are properly large to 
support educational enterprises, and our 
government has been delinquent. Thé fee 
raise will hurt many people, but perhaps it 
will encourage dissent and dissent is badly 
needed here. 

Convocation days are triumphant days for 
universities. They are fine and fulfilling. The 
1958 Convocation will have some bitterness in 
it, but there is no bitterness for the uni- 
versity, its leaders, staff, and supporters. 
For these people there is respect and grati- 
tude. There is bitterness because our Uni- 
versity has taught us well how to be good 
citizens and the solemnity of Convocation 
will be enhanced by the student protest. We 
have become citizens at the first possible 
moment after our student apprenticeships 
terminate in ceremony. We wish we could do 
more. It was our University which taught us 
to protest and we are grateful and we leave 
gratefully.

One of the most highlighted activities on campus this summer is the Tenth International Con- 
gress of Genetics. Five years of intense organization will culminate in this Congress which will bring 
together representatives from all parts of the world. 
A total pf more than 1-fOO visitors 



arc expected including some 300 wives 
and 200 children. The conference will 
take place' from August 20 to 27 in- 
clusive. At the inaugural address on 
August 20, it is expected that wel-' 
come will be extended by Principal 
F. Cyril Jhmes and Mayor Sarto Four- 
nier. A member of the Canadian Cabi- 
net as well as a representative of the 
Quebec Government is also expected 
to attend. 

EXPERTS CONVENE 

Dr. J. W. Doycs, of the Depart- 
ment of Genetics at McGill, is General 
Secretary of the Congress, as well as 
Chairman and General Secretary of 
General Organizing Committee and 
Chairman of the Local Committee. Dr. 
Boyes emphasized the importance of 
the Congress "in stimulating research 
workers, especially those in that region 
in which the Congress takes place. 
This meeting, being on an internation- 
al level enables all the experts to 
come together — names become real 
individuals. Discussion is at a high 
level because each man is a leader in 
his own country." 

The Congress itself is not restricted 
to any one theme but deals with the 
whole range of genetics. The highlight 
of the Conference, the Exhibit in the 
Winter Stadium, has as its theme, "The 
Role of Genetics in the Service of 
Man".

The Scientific Program will consist 
of symposia, invited papers, contri- 
buted papers and demonstrations, ex- 
hibits, panel discussions and special 
meetings. The symposia will be ple- 
nary sessions at the Sir Arthur Curric 
Memorial Gymnasium during morn- 
ings and the contributed papers and 
demonstrations will be arranged into 



concurrent afternoon sessions, mainly 
in the Physical Sciences Centre. These 
afternoon sessions of contributed 
papers, each 15 minutes in length, will 
be presented by members of the Con- 
gress in the language of their own 
choosing.

EXHIBIT DISPLAYS ROLE OF 
GENETICS IN HUMAN PROGRESS 



The program of the International 
I Congress of Genetics will not consist 
only of discussions and meetings. 

A very extensive exhibit, illustrating 
the numerous ways in which the 
science of Genetics has contributed to 
human progress and welfare is being 
prepared. There will be about one 
hundred booths, including many ex- 
hibits brought from Japan especially 
for the Congress, a number being pre- 
pared by the Department of Agri- 
culture of the Government of Canada, 
some by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and some by the 
Swedish Seed Association. The Japan- 
ese exhibits illustrate genetic and cy- 
tological work on morning glory, 

• wheat, rice, silkworm, goldfish, fowl, 
and old documents. The Japanese arc 
also exhibiting the biggest and long- 

■ est radishes in the world 



PLANT, ANIMAL GENETICS 

Exhibits on plant genetics include 
examples from studies of coffee, cot- 
ton, sorghum, watermelons, rubber, 
hybrid corn, corn improvement 
through crosses with wild relatives, 
etc. Studies on animal genetics will 
be illustrated by exhibits of the King 
Ranch Santa Gertrudis cattle; dwarf 
cattle, fur animals, sheep and poultry; 
and possibly of dogs, cats and swine. 
There will be an extensive section 
concerning the use of genetics in rela- 
tion to medicine with such items as 
the use of inbred strains of animals, 
living chromosome maps of the 
mouse, immunogenctics of tissue 
transplants, human cancer genetics, 
cancer in animals, twin studies and 
radiation biology. The Canadian ex- 
hibit will demonstrate aspects of the 



application of genetics principles to 
studies of wheat, oats, Lacombc hog, 
poultry, legume breeding, flower 
colour and tomatoes. Many other ex- 
hibits will refer to microbial genetics 
in preparation of pharmaceutical pre- 
parations, Drosophila — cytology and 
genetics, books on genetics, the use of 
the electron microscope in genetic 
studies, nuclear tools of the geneticist, 
insect cytotaxonomy, etc. The entire 
exhibit will be located at the McGill 
Winter Stadium and it will be open to 
the general public. Children must be 
accompanied by adults.

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Plans Announced Professor Kierans Warns: 

For WUS Seminar 
In Yugoslavia 



The ninth World University Ser- 
vice International Seminar will be 
held in Yugoslavia during July and 
August. The Canadian delegation 
will include McGill students Claude- 
Armand Sheppard and Gordon Was- 
serman. 

According to present plans, the 
delegation will leave in mid-June for 
England for a six-day orientation ses- 
sion. The delegation will then fly 
from London to Belgrade where a 
two-day stopover will be followed 
by two weeks of study tours. During 
this period the participants will 
travel in three groups to different 
areas of Yugoslavia to gain some 
personal experience of the country, 
its peoples, and its problems. 

The Canadian delegates will then 
assemble, along with about sixty 
other participants from twenty coun- 
tries, for the two week seminar, 
which will be held at a site on the 
Dalmatian Coast. The theme of the 
seminar will be "Yugoslavia-thc state 
and the international order". At the 
end of the seminar, the Çanadian 
participants will have about two 
weeks of free time before they re- 
turn to Canada. 

TREASURE VAN 

In other WUS news, it was an- 
nounced that the three Treasure 
Vans which toured Canada, one of 
which visited McGill in December, 
sold almost $50,000 worth of handi- 
crafts from 12 countries. 

Twenty-eight universities and col- 
leges across the country participated. 
The three Vans logged a total of 
more than 10,000 miles. Of the gross 
receipts, WUS will receive 25%, or 
about $12,000, less advertising and 
other expenses, for the WUS pro- 
gramme.

tion contrasted sharply with the nebu- 
lous predictions of "the beginning 
of the end of the downturn" which 
wc are so accustomed to hearing 
from our optimistic public men. 
Instead, his sobering observations 
provide good grounds for careful 
thought on this subject, so vital to 
the graduates of 1938. 

What are the reasons for the 
present business slump? Professor 
Kierans sees it as a manifestation of 
Canada's economic dependence on 
the rest of the world. The decline in 
world trade and in demand for Cana- 
dian exports has brought employ- 
ment and output down. Fewer new 
factories are being built... "This 
could make '59 worse," he warned. 

This universal slackening in de- 
mand also applies to university grad- 
uates, and this is the aspect of the 
situation which is of major interest 
to the student. The numbers of job 
openings available have shrunk. Com- 
panies no longer shower the graduate 
with tempting offers. The range of 
opportunities is narrowing. Pro- 
fessor Kierans notes that the class 
of '58 forms only a part of those 
affected. "Recent graduates arc hav- 
ing difficulty — they are not ad- 
vancing as rapidly," he said. 

Perhaps even more significant 
than the immediate problem is the 
question of whether or not such set- 
backs are inevitable. "We are always 
faced with cycles of demand," said 
Professor Kierans. The alternation of 
prosperous and depressed conditions 
are inherent in our economic sys- 
tem, and our efforts should be di- 
rected towards minimizing the ef- 
fects of such setbacks as the current 
one. 

What can be done to remedy the 
situation? Professor Kierans advo- 
cated government intervention in 
such by means such as public works. 
The man in the street, however, can 
do "very little". 

Some consolation may be taken 
from the fact that the present reces- 
sion is not a disaster of the magni- 
tude of the 1929 crash. In fact, as 
Professor Kierans puts it, up till now 
"we have had abnormally good 
times". 

The recession, then, from Profes- 
sor Kieran's point of view, seems 
likely to become more serious rather 
than abate, although the situation is 
not as desperate as in earlier years. 
The graduate of 1958 has some high 
hurdles ahead of him.

There is no doubt that our '58 
graduates are ambitious. Interview- 
ing some of them, wc naturally ex- 
pected that they would all be ready 
to collapse for several weeks at least 
— give the buzzing brain a holiday, 
distend the muscles a little. However 
what they said surprised us. 

Although we questioned students 
from many faculties, everyone wc ask- 
ed had a definite idea about his 
future. Quite a few students were 
going to continue in post-graduate 
work : Letty Bullock said she would 
return to get her degree in Physical 
and Occupational Therapy although 
she has the Certificate now. Inta 
Adamovics, an Arts graduate, will 
return to' the School of Social Work 
next fall. Mary Parish, a Commerce 
graduate, is also interested in social 
work. 

Several graduates will be conti- 
nuing their studies abroad : Sam 
Borenstcin, winner of the Athlone 
Fellowship, will resume studies in 
nuclear physics in England, but will 
return to Canada to work. Wc also 
found that more students in scien- 
tific fields intended to do post-gra- 
duate studies. Most of the Arts peo- 
ple were going straight into jobs. 
However, all agreed on the scarcity 
of jobs, and several even admitted 
that the jobs which they had secured 
were not what they would best like. 
Others were satisfied with what they 
had found : Peter Smith, a Science 
graduate, is looking forward to his 
job with Canadian Marconi. Mary 
Untcrbcrg and Jean Fitzpatrick, both 
Arts students, intend to teach. 

On asking the graduates where 
they would like to work, most re- 
plied that this depended entirely on 
the demands of their situation. Many 
desired to work abroad but were 
disturbed by all the red tape. Ma- 
nette Démarque, who is graduating 
in Arts, said she hoped that she might 
be transferred to Zurich, Switzerland, 
with the Crddit Suisse Bank where 
she is doing secretarial and account-

ing work in investments. Most gra- 
duates seemed resigned to contem- 
plating Montreal scenery for the next 
few years. 

SYSTEM "ANTIQUATED" 

Then we asked some of the gra- 
duating students how they felt about 
college life. Wc received optimistic 
statements generally, but one indiv- 
idual, Henry Zcmel, expounded the 
theory that McGill's system was "an- 
tiquated". Further explanation of 
this mysterious remark was not of- 
fered. 

Most students seemed to have 
found life at McGill stimulating 
without being exotic. No one 
thought that the number of extracur- 
ricular activities was excessive. Con- 
versely, the more activities, the mer- 
rier, as long as the student could 
use his discretion in choosing those 
that interested him most. One stu- 
dent, Inta Adamovics, said she would 
have liked to take part in activities 
which would permit her to meet a 
wider variety of people. But other 
students felt that they hadn't left 
out any important phases of college 
life. 

When asked whether they were 
satisfied with the professors, gra- 
duating students almost always re- 
plied that they had profited very 
much from some, but not all, of 
their professors. Jean Fitzpatrick, an 
Arts student, told us that she liked 
all her professors equally. More 
than one student claimed that the 
science courses were disorganized. 

In order to sample some opinions 
about the financial situation, gra- 
duates were asked whether they 
had noticed any great drop-out of 
professors during the past few years. 
Their answer was negative, with the 
exception of one or two good pro- 
fessors who had left McGill recently. 

Wc must confess that the serious 
attitude of these graduates surprised 
us. However, we felt inwardly 
proud of their spirit and ambition.

Having exper- 
ienced less in the way of knowledge 
and wisdom than you, we can only 
say, remember that you are privi- 
leged and responsible, that you are 
the hope and the promise.

cases] are still lower than the Board 
of Governors and the administrative 
officers would like to be able to offer. 
Other Canadian universities arc pro- 
viding for increases to meet the sala- 
ries of comparable posts in business 
and government, and the Board of 
Governors feels that McGill must of- 
fer similar salaries if it is to attract 
and' retain outstanding individuals. 
The Board would also like to be in 
a position to offer educational op- 
portunities, particularly in the case 
of able students, at costs much lower 
than the raised tuition fees. 

The Board intends to review both 
of these matters as soon as the com- 
munity has settled the constitutional 
and fiscal problems that now make it 
impossible for Quebec universities to 
accept operating grants from the 
federal Government, so that the reve- 



nues of McGill arc supplemented to 
the same extent as those of other 
Canadian universities by unrestricted 
governmental grants.

versity of Montreal on Saturday mor 
ning, May 24. A constitution was sub- 
mitted by the U. of M. which calls 
for legislative and executive councils, 
The legislative council will consist 
of the six Presidents and an advisor, 
who will be a Past-President.

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Faculty Changes Announced 



Staff retirements and appointments 
in various faculties of the University 
were recently announced. The chan- 
ges are as follows : 

Professor W.H. Hatcher, who has 
been at McGill both as a student and 
as a member of the staff, is retiring 
from his position as Professor of the 
Department of Chemistry. 

Professor Hatcher received his B.A., 
M.Sc, and Ph.D. from McGill. He 
was awarded the Governor General's 
Medal for Research in 1921. He came 
to McGill as a demonstrator in Sep- 
tember, 1916, and has been a profes- 
sor since 1936. 

He was Assistant Dean of the Facul- 
ty of Arts and Science from 1940-43. 
During that time he was also Chair- 
man of the Physical- Sciences group, 
Arts and Science, a' position which

again held from 1930 until the pre- 
sent time. 

Professor J.A. Wallace has retired 
as head of the Electrical Engineering 
Department, but is staying on in teach- 
ing capacity. Dr. J.L. d'Ombrain has 
been promoted to take his place. 

Retiring from the Faculty of Law is 
Professor C.S. LeMcsurier. A graduate 
of McGill, Professor LeMcsurier took 
his B.C. I., in 1912. He was created 
K.C. in 1925. 

Professor LeMcsurier was Dean of 
the Faculty of Law 1936-39 and Pro- 
fessor of Civil Law from 1925-54. ' 
MARSH RETIRES 
Professor D.B. Marsh is retiring 
from his position as Chairman of the 
Department of Economics. He has 
been a member of the staff since 1947. 
iince that year, he has also been the

Director of Economic Research at the 
Royal Bank of Canada. 

Professor Marsh received his Arts 
degree from the University of New 
Brunswick. He continued his educa- 
tion at Louisiana State College where 
he received his M.A., and completed 
his studies with a Ph.D. from the 
University of Illinois. 

Professor Marsh is the author of 
"Taxes Without Tears", "World Tra- 
de and Investment", and "Compara- 
tive Banking Systems". His latest ap- 
pointment is assistant general mana- 
ger of the Royal Bank of Canada. 
DIVINITY CHANGES 

Reverend Dr. R.H.L. Slater, Profes- 
sor of systematic theology in the Fa- 
culty of Divinity at McGill, has re- 
signed from his position to accept 
an appointment at Harvard Universi- 
ty. Dr. Slater has been at McGill sin- 
ce 1949. 

He studied at Emmanuel and Jesus 
Colleges, Cambridge, where he receiv- 
ed his B.A. and M.A. and completed 
his studies with a Ph.D. from Co- 
lumbia. 

Dr. Slater was Chaplain at Ran- 
goon University from 1929-36. During 
the Second World War he was Senior 
Chaplain in Burma, India, and Ceylon. 

Among Dr. Slater's works are "God 
of The Living", "God and Human 
Suffering", and "Guns Through Ar- 
cady". 

Succeeding him will be the Reve- 
rend Dr. Eric G. Jay, Senior Chaplain 
to the Archbishop of Canterbury. Dr. 
Jay, who is largely responsible for the 
arrangements for the Lambeth Con- 
ference which more than 300 Anglican 
bishops are expected to attend August, 
will sail with Mrs. Jay to Montreal 
from England this summer. 

Dr. Jay was a lecturer at King's 
College, London, for 14 years. During 
the war he served as Chaplain and 
then as vice-principal of the RAF 
Chaplains' School. 

WALSH APPOINTED 

Principal James also announced the 
promotion of Reverend Dr. H.H. 
Walsh from Associate Professor to 
Professor of Church History in the 
Faculty of Divinity. 

Dr. Walsh is a graduate of King's 
College, Halifax, and later received 
his Ph.D. He has been Associate Pro- 
fessor of Church History at McGill 
since 1948. 

Dr. Walsh is the author of "Con- 
cordat of 1801 : A Study of the Pro- 
blems of Nationalism in the Relations 
of Church and State". *

LENOX MASS., about 250 miles from Montreal, is the home of the Berk- 
shire Music Festival at Tanglcwood. Here the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
offers a varied programme for the summer months of 1958, with guest 
artists Zino Franccscatti, Eugene Istomin, Lucas Foss, Byron Janis, Seymour 
Lipkin, and Leon Fleisher; and conductors Charles Munch (director), and 
Pierre Montcux. July 4, 5, 6, is, an all-Bach weekend, featuring the Piano 
Concerto in D minor, the Art of the Fugue, and the Mass in B minor. 
July 11, 12, 13 is an all-Mozart weekend, the main works being Sympho- 
nies Nos. 35, 36, and 40, the Two-Piano Concerto, and the Piano Con- 
certo in C major. The programme on July 18, 19, and 20 features works 
by Brahms : Serenade No, 2 in A, Requiem, Academic Festival Overture, 
and Piano Concerto No. 1. Also on this programme is Stravinsky's "Pc- 
trouchka", and Copland's "Variations for Orchestra." July 25, 26, 27 seems 
to be a conglomeration of Tchaikowsky, Glinka, Milhaud, Debussy, Ravel, 
Stravinsky, Rachmaninoff, and Bartok. August 1, 2, 3 is a Wagner week- 
end, but the orchestra is also including works by Piston and Liszt. The 
last weekend of the scries is labelled "Tanglcwood on Parade", and be- 
sides being a Beethoven weekend, (Symphony Nos. 7, 9, Piano Concerto No. 
5, Violin Concerto in D), it is an Arthur Fiedler weekend for lovers 
of semi-classics . . . Vancouver International Festival : There will be a 
series of orchestral and chamber music concerts, featuring soloists 
Maureen Forrester, Szymon Goldberg, Glenn Gould, Lois Marshall, 
George London, Jon Vickers, and William Primrose. There will also be 
performances by the Festival Quartet, Pierrette Alarie, John Ncwmark, and 
Vronsky and Babin. Lister Sinclair's "The World of the Wonderful Dark" 
will be the drama contribution, and Vancouver's Opera offering will be 
Mozart's "Don Giovanni". Other attractions include Marcel Marceau, the 
National Dancers of Ceylon, several Jazz groups, an international film 
festival, several art and book exhibitions, and musical comedies. The dates 
are from July 19 until August 16 . . . The Stratford Festival's season of dra- 
ma and music begins on June 23, and lasts until September 13, The main 
attraction is Shakespeare : this season Christopher Plummer, Douglas Camp- 
bell, Jason Robards Jr., Douglas Rain, William Hutt, Eileen Hcrlie, and 
Bruno Gerussi, are featured in "Henry IV,' part I", "Much Ado About 
Nothing", and "The .Winter's Talc". The music festival offers John Gay's 
"The Beggar's Opera", several concerts featuring the Festival singers and 
Instrumental Ensemble; and the New York Pro Musica, directed by Noah 
Grecnberg, will present music of Renaissance and pre-Renaissance com- 
posers. Folk music, an innovation this season, will feature mornings and 
matinees with Canadian Jacques Labrecque and Erpma' Caslor, South Afri- 
ca's Marais and Miranda, and Richard Dyer-Bennet. Marcel Marceau re- 
turns to Stratford with his company to give 3 performances, and there will 
be 5 jazz concerts, featuring Wilbur de Paris, Dizzy Gillespie, Henry "Red" 
Allen, Langston Hughes, Errol Garner Trio, Moe Koffman Quartet, Carmen 
McRae and Trio, and The Billy Taylor Trio. Other fringe attractions include 
Montreal's Le Theatre du Nouveau Monde's Production of Molierc's "Le 
Malade Imaginaire", and there will be an international film festival, art, 
theatre, and book exhibits. Works by contemporary Canadian artists, and 
a display of woodcuts by theatre designer Gordon Craig may also be seen.

His job there 
was to do, what he helped do in the 
east, build a farm system from the 
bottom up starting with the kids in 
the parks, and forming leagues. 

Ken has seen the Redmen in action 
only a few times this past season, not 
of course as he would have liked, 
but what he saw left him with quite 
a favourable impression. He seems to 
feel there is more than one man 
around that can be developed into 
something outstanding. However, he 
feels that his main problem might be 
the mental attitude of the team, and 
that of the spectators the lack of 
whom has caused him considerable 
worry. He feels that no matter how 
great a team is, it can never really 
use its real potential unless there are 
enthusiastic fans supporting it. Ken 
hopes that if the team can get off to 
a good start, spectator interests will 
snowball. 

He also hopes to initiate something 
new in coaching here at McGill. He 
wants to have such prominent gentle- 
men such as Buddy O'Connor come 
down and help some of the younger 
men in developing. 

In an interview Ken said "Rocky has 
done the hard work and built the core 
of a team. With some good luck, hard 
work, and increased interest, we 
should in the near future have a hoc- 
key squad which McGillians will be 
able to talk about".

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Rocky Resigns 




Robillard Takes Up 
High School Post 



After eight years of coaching and 
instructing physical education at Mc- 
Gill University, Rocky Robillard re- 
signed to take up a new post at 
Fisher Park High School in Ottawa. 
'Rocky' was backfield coach of the 
McGill Redmcn football team, and

head coich of the McGill senior hoc- 
key club last year. 

Robillard first became known in 
Montreal os a backfielder with the old 
Ottawa Trojans. In 1947 he entered 
McGill University as a Physical Edu- 
cation student, and in 1951 he ob- 
tained a D.Sc in Physical Education. 
While at McGill he starred on both 
the hockey and football squads for 



three' years. He was one of the high- 
est scoring forwards on the team and 
was elected captain of the team in 
1930. He was also one of. the most 
exciting halfbacks ever to don a Mc- 
Gill Redmcn football sweater. His 
best year was in 1949 when he led the 
McGill team in scoring and was put 
on the Intercollegiate All-Star team as 
a halfback for his efforts. 

After graduating, Rocky joined the 
staff of the McGill Physical Education 
Department as an instructor and coach. 
He was named Intermediate hockey 
coach and backfield coach under Vic 
Obeck in his first year. After the re- 
tirement of Dave Campbell, Robillard 
took over the reins as hockey coach of 
the Senior Rcdmen, and he had main- 
tained these . positions until his resi 
gnation this year. 

Rocky will have more than just a 
physical instructor's job at Fisher Park 
High School. He will also teach an 
academic course, probably history. 

Succeeding Robillard as hockey 
coach next year will be Ken Murray, a 
former star with the Senior Royals.
